Prof. Cbnnt of Varsity Claims 
Vcrificntion Near. 

l5vitlnltco hns been produced thai 
very sliongly confirms ihe I'.lnstelu 
theory. rrorensor Chun I "i Ihe 
"V» nilty" in an nxelllfllVe lulervlow. 
1'rhfensor l.'haii! has recently ci»m- 
pletml his verlflunllonn on lb" theory 
following upon bin trip In Australia 
with Hi" Ciinadhin Aslronoinirnl I-.tc - 
pedll Inn. This I ilp wan made In sr. 
euro » piioiourapli of a total eclipse of 

Hie mill, 

lOlindelh, I'rofPSfiOr Chanl explained, 
Kltllod lllal If his famous theory were 
correct, light iioiillliK from a 
lit or would have lis pnlh benl 
oh It passnl ihe son; thus, Ihe apparent 
position nf Hie star would not be lis 
Hue piwlllon. 

H is only pofisih'ln In filiotnfiraph the 
slurs in Iho Immediate vicinity of Hie 
nun durlnit a Hdal eclipse. II wan 
necosnory; Ihon, to obtain a photo- 
graph of such an eclipse with sufficient 
exposure lo show Iho stars clearly. 
This could afterwards bo compared 
wlih other pictures of the same stars 
(alien when Ihe sun was nol among 
them. These lutter pictures were taken 
In .lune 11122, bj a party from Ihe Nick 
Observatory In Callroriila, on the 
bind of TahlH. Thin expedition, which 
was sent in obtain comparative photo- 
graphs for their own use, offered to 
use Hi" camera belonging to our 
Astro- I'liyahn deparliiienl if It were 
sent. This wait done and in this way 
nor Univuildty obtained some of iho 
pi» tes. 

Th" party which went. |i, Western 
Australia from Canada succeeded in 
obtaining lh" desired photographs of 
Hi" eclipse. After their rclurn to this 
country, It. K. Voung, a Toronto 
graduate of 1909, now attached to the 
Dominion Astro- Physical Observatory 
.ii Victoria, It. I'., measured them with 
extreme care. This very tedious and 
exact labour required for Its comple- 
tion nn less than three months. The 
remits, however, were most gratify- 
ing. The plates were found to con- 
firm Klnstoin's prediction as to the 
On nf the stars. Since this prcdlc- 
iii was founded upon his theory, its 
confirmation is considered to be very 
Strong evidence nf ihe correctness of 
the theory itself. 

Soon niter the results obtained by 
the Canadian party were announced, 
those nf the l.lck Observatory expe- 
dlllon were made public. These. Tro- 
I'essor Chant stated, confirm Kin^tein 
in a still more decisive manner.
